Online Fundraising Campaign 


Backs ISS Radio Upgrades 
ARRL 10/04/2018 


ARISS and AMSAT are supporting a FundRazr 
campaign to raise $150,000 for critical ham radio in- 
frastructure upgrades on the International Space 
Station (ISS). 

“ARISS is in critical need of infrastructure upgrades 
to ensure that programs such as talking to astro- 
nauts in space using Amateur Radio can continue,” 
ARISS International President Frank Bauer, 
KA3HDO, said. ARISS seeks several upgrades, in- 
cluding new Amateur Radio communication and ex- 
periment capabilities, such as an enhanced voice re- 
peater, updated digital Automatic Packet Reporting 
System (APRS), and slow-scan television (SSTV) 
with image uplinks and downlinks in both US and 
Russian segments; next-generation radio systems 
that will support easier mode and capability transi- 
tions, and a multi-voltage power supply to support 
present and future radio capabilities. 


Bauer points out that ARISS needs to build 10 next- 
generation radio systems to support the develop- 
ment of on-orbit operations, training, and long-term 
maintenance. This includes two units for on-orbit use 
(one unit each for the US and Russian segments), 
two flight spares, three units for training, one unit for 
testing, and two units for ground-based maintenance 
and troubleshooting. — Thanks to AMSAT News

Multipliers: Note that a station can only count for a sin- 
gle multiplier as described in Rule 5 below. i.e. a con- 
tact may count for a "School" or a "Club" but not both. 
A "school club" counts as a "school" only. Contacts 
submitted claiming both multipliers will be scored ac- 
cording to the log submitted by the station contacted. 
Exchange: Your call sign, RS (T), class (“Individual’, 
“Club” or “School’”), U. S. A. State, Canadian Prov- 
ince/Territory or DXCC country/entity. (Multi-operator 
group stations must choose one call sign to use for the 
whole operating period.) 
Suggested frequencies: All amateur bands except 60, 
30, 17 and 12 meters are permitted. Repeaters are not 
to be used. Only recognized simplex frequencies may 
be used. U. S. A. examples include 144.90-145.00; 
146.49, .55, 58; and 147.42, .45, .48, .51, .54 and .57 
MHz. The national calling frequency, 146.52 MHz, may 
not be used. Similar restrictions apply in other coun- 
tries.
